Lord Askwith Pictures Horrors If 
Tin Supply Should Fail.

LONDON, Feb. 22.—A picture of 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can husbands facing famine if 
anything should happen to Amer- 
ica’s tin supply was painted here 
by Lord Askwith, tin magnate, in 
a speech before the Royal Colonial 
Institute yesterday. 

“The United States,” he said, “is 
effectually sealing itself up in a 
tin can. Half the food Americans 
eat is tinned. Americans are so 
busy and so imprisoned in their 
tinned lives that they never pause 
to consider what would happen if 
the tin supply ran out and they had 
to fall back again on ordinary food. 
It has been established that if any- 
thing happened to America’s tin 
supplies about 25 per cent of Amer- 
jean husbands would go hungry, 
for the simple reason that tinned 
food has robbed American women 
of their culinary art.” Lord Ask- 
with also said that 50 per cent of 
the world’s tin was used in the

BOTTLING PLANT 


Stable in Rear of 2314 Ma- 
dison Street Yields 1000 
Gallons of Whisky and 
200 of Alcohol. 


LABELS OF FAMOUS 
BRANDS ON BOTTLES 


Police Hunting for Stolen 
Sugar Stumble on Liquor 
and Call U. S. Agents 
Who Make Raid. 


An underworld tip to the police 
that 26 sacks of stolen sugar were 
stored in a stable in the rear of 
2314 Madison street led to the dis- 
covery there today of an elaborate 
plant for bottling bootleg whisky, 
champagne and gin. 

In the raid 20 50-gallon barrels 


of moonshine whisky, £00 gallons 
of alcohol, and hundreds of bottles 
of liquor stamped with the labels 
of once popular brands, were seized 
and destroyed by Federal agents. 
Police had been informed that 
thieves had st--ed in the stable a 
quantity of sugar stolen in bur- 
glaries from Kroger stores. When 


tling plant they summoned Federal 
agents and the place was invaded 
after a search warrant had been 
obtained. 

Popular Brands—in Labels. 

On the upper floor of the stable, 
a substautial two-story structu"e, 
the raiders found four rooms in 
which, obviously, the workers of 
the place pursued the business of 
changing new alcohol :nto svch 
beverages as Gordon in, Lawson's, 
Scotch, Sunny Brook oourbon and 
other brands.

‘by the expedient of storing them 
under wet gunny sacks s0 that 
they might accumulate a coating of 
mold and black dust. Partic:ular- 
ly enticing were lear black bottles 
labeled Pommery & Greno ‘cham- 
pagne, of course), and : mail > bot- 
tles marked Cliquot and Jike the 
Peommery & Grero coated with 
dust and mold. ! 

Artificially Aged. 

In one room, closed off from the 
others and heated by § electric 
coils, the raiders found the bar- 
reled whisky, in the process of be- 
ing artificially aged. In the other 
rooms where work benches on 
which were littered labels, coun- 
terfeit revenue stamps, bottle caps 
of tin foil and other materials for 
giving respectability to the boot- 
leg product bottled there. 

On the lower floor was the al- 
cohol in five-gallon tins, and a 
dismantied still. Less than 50 gal- 
lons of liquor was found in bottles, 
which caused the raiders to con- 
clude that the operators of the 
plant were bottling the liquid only 
as it was ordered, so that it might 
age aS long as possible. 

Apparently the operators were 
anxious to make their drinks pal- 
atable, as well as conforming in 
appearance to the beverages they 
imitated. In the stable there were 
benches littered with bottles on the 
contents of which tests had been 
made. One bottle, for example, 
bore a label with this recipe: 

9 3-5 Alc (probably 9 3-5 gal- 
lons of alcohol). 
3 gal. C, Mal (probably 
lasses). 
oz. Gl (glycerin). 
9 qt. ac. pt. 
2-5 good, July 28. 
As the raiders entered the yard 
in front of the stable they were 
confronted with a sign, “Beware 
of the dog,” but the dog, a police 
pup, proved amiable. No one was 
in the plant. 

After the contents of the place 
had been surveyed the agents im- 
mediately began the work of de- 
struction, while the police tdok a 
man found near the plant to head- 
quarters for questioning. 

In the same stable a stil] was 
found in operation two years ago.

JAIL PENALTIES.

Oil Magnate, Given 6 
Months’ Imprisonment,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Upon 
the still defiant head of Harry F. 
Sinclair, the iron fist of justice 
descended again yesterday. The 
oil magnate and his subordinate 
officer, Henry Mason Day, together 
with William J. Burns, famous de- 
tective, and his son, W. Sherman 
Burns, were all found guilty of 
contempt of court,. as a result of 


_|the jury shadowing which wrecked 


the Teapot Dome conspiracy trial 
of Sinclair and former Secretary 
of the Interior Albert B. Fall last 
November. Fall was not involved 
in the. criminal contempt charge. 

The. blow was heavy. Six 
months in the common jail for 
Sinclair, four months for the faith- 
ful Day, 15 days for W. J. Burns, 
and a fine of $1000 for Sherman 
Burns were the penalties meted 
out by Jugtice Frederick Siddons. 
of the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court, after 11 weeks of a 
hearing whose slow and erratic 
progress twice evoked wrathful 
comment on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. All four respondents imme- 
diately gave notice of appeal, and 
were released on nominal bond. 

The word “jail” is becoming fa- 
milia. to Sinclair. He already was 
under a sentence of three months 
and $1000 fine for -ntempt of the 
Senate, in having refused to an- 
swer questions put to him by the 
Teapot Dome Investigating Com- 
mittee in 1924. That case also is 

on appeal. 
An Obstruction of Justice. 

Surveillance of the Fah-Sinclair 
jury by Burns detectives, hired by 
Sinclair the day the trial began, 
was “clearly an obstruction of jus- 
tice,” as shown by the fact that it 
broke up the trial, Justice Siddons 
held.

Urges Passage of $75,000,000 Bond 
Issue at Engineers’ Meet- 
ing in Kansas City.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb, 22.—

St. Louis police are beginning to 
show results from intensified train- 
ing in marksmanship required by 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers in the belief that a policeman 
who cannot shoot straight is a 
menace on the ‘city’s crowded 
streets. 

Improvement in marksmanship 
among the 1800 members of the 
Police Department has been great, 
particularly in the last year, says 
Lieut. Nick Bosch Jr., drillmaster 
of the police force and in charge 
of target range training. 

Under the tu*tage of Bosch, the 
required course of annual training 
on the target range has increased 
three-fold, target ranges have been 
installed in the district stations and 
interest in marksmanship and 
handling of firearms. has been 
awakened by contests. 

43 Per Cent of Men Qualify. 

“Last year approximately 200,- 
000 rounds,of ammurition were 
fired in target practice and this 
| year we expect to fire about 400.- 
000,” Bosch said. “In their annua} 
training on the target range last 
year, 43 per cent of the men quali- 
fied the first time they were on the 
range. That was a big improve- 
ment over previous years. ‘This 
year we expect to raise it to 50 per 
cent Or more. 

After he has qualified, each 
member of the department is re- 
quired to take 66 shots on the tar- 
get range every year. The-results 
are filed, so that Bosch has a rec- 
ord of every man’s marksmanship. 
To qualify, a man must make 180 
hits out of a possible 300 at 15 
| yards. Formerly the distance was 
|12 yards and the annual required 
target practice, was 20 shots. ; 

“Up to this time.” Bosch added, 
“we have been concentrating on 
‘slow fire and time fire. But from 
now on St. Louis police are going 
_to be taught to shoot fast as well 
|as accurately. In these days of 
| crowded streets and swift automo- 
| biles, a policeman must know how 
|to shoot straight and fast. 
| “We have been trying to. raise 
'the“ marksmanship standards of 
|the whole department, rather than 
ito produce a few revolver experts. 
If they use enough men and not 
just a few experts, I’m willing to 
match our police against any in 
the country.”

“Any young man. can learn to 
shoot straight with a little train- 
ing,’ .

“Gun- 
shyness, the fear of the explosion 
when the trigger is pressed, is 
what makes beginners shoot wild. 
I was in the army during the war 
and eight years before that. In my 
opinion the average member of 
the Police Department ‘can handle 
a revolver better than the average 
soldier, and the army is beginning 
to insist on training every soldier 
in handling a revolver as well as & 
rifle.”’ 

Man for man, Bosch said,. the 
best marksmen of the St. Louis 
police are attached to the. Carr 
Street Station, in the Italian gang 
war district. However, the inter- 
district contests last summer were 
won by the Lindbergh revolver 
team of the Laclede Station. 

Bosch has labored to perfect the 
marksmanship training since the 
Police Board, three years ago, set 
out to raise the standards of 
marksmanship. The new _ Police 
Headquarters, under construction 
at Twelfth and Clark streets, will 
be equipped with a large and mod- 
ern target range,

TY IS appdrently believed by some that

in recent yeurs quite clear pronouncements 
upon this question. In a debate in the 
british Parliament. in December, 1902, dur- 
ing the controversy with Venezuela, Mr. 
Balfour, the Prime Minister at the time, 
saidy 
I do not deny, in fact, I freely admit, 
that bondholders may occupy an inter- 
national position which may require 
international action; but IL look upon 
such action with the gravest doubt and 
suspicion, and I doubt whether we have 
in the past ever gone to war for the 
bondholders, for those of our country- 
men who have lent money to a foreign 
government; and I confess that I should 
be very sorry to sce that made a prac- 
tice in this country. 


Mr. Root, then Secretary of State, speak- 
ing in Buenos Aires in 1906, made the-fol- 
lowing statement: 


The United States of America has 
never decmed it to be suitable that she 
should use her army and navy for the 
collection of ordinary contract debts 
of forcign governments to her citizens. 
For more than a century the State De- 
partment, the Department of Forcign 
Relations of the United States of 
America, has refused to take such 
action, and that has become the setUed 
policy of our country. We deem it 
to be inconsistent with that respect 
for the sovereignty of weaker powers 
which is essential to their protcction 
against the aggression of the strong. 
We deem the use of force for the col- 
lection of ordinary contract debts to be 
an invitation to abuses in their neces- 
sary results far worse, far more bane- 
ful to hbumanity than that the debts 
contracted by any nation should go 
unpaid.”

international law. Now, he who seeks to 
know the~custom of nations with respect 
to the enforcement of contract debts 
against another government enters a most 
difficult field. It is hardly surprising that 
the causes of war are never fully known 
to the actors. But the long, painstaking 
work that must be done by unbiased his- 
torians before an approximation of the 
truth can be ascertained must make any 
candid person almost despair of a com- 
plete conviction as to causes. I have not 
been able to find a clear case of a nation 
going to war for bondholders. It is only 
fair to say, however, that contract claims 
against a foreign government: have often 
been joined with claims for other injuries, 
or With iarger questions of political policy, 
and that so joined they have been made 
the basis of armed interfention. JI have 
immediately in mind the military operations 
against Mexico in 186], against Kgypt in 
1880, and against Venezuela in 1902.

in liance upon the capacity and the 
good faith of those governments.

I IT is true that it is upon good faith

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 22.—"If 
you have a harsh, shrill voice, look 
to your nerves. If you have a weak 
one, conquer your fears. if you 
disclaim in loud, blatant tones, 
start rooting out your sense of in- 
feriority.”’ 

This advice is given by Miss 
Vera Jane Keppel, in charge of the 
vioce clinic at Stephens College 
here, which has been instituted to 
help young women attain soft and 
pleasing vocal tones. 

“Speech defects,” says Miss Kep- 
pel, “frequently are grounded in 
the personality, and the first step 
in their correction is the acquisi- 
tion of a norma! and healthy men- 
tal attitude. Chronic’ stutterers, 
for example, are like all other 
chronic neurotics. They make use 
of<-their stuttering to escape from 
all kinds of difficulties. Our treat- 
ment in a stuttering case consists 
in showing the patient how to face 
a reality. 

“The necessity of facing reality 
also is essential in other forms of 
speech disorder. The weak voice 
is often the result of fear. The 
loud voice is often present in the 
person whose sense of inferiority 
has caused a marked overcompen- 
sation. The harsh and shrill voice 
is invariably found in the nervous 
patient.” . 

The xolice clinic at Stephens Col- 
lege and a similar one at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin are the only 
ones of their kind in the United 
States. One of their caief aims is 
the correction of American nasal- 
ity and provincialism in speech. 

Provincial dialects cause a large 
number of nasality cases, Miss 
Keppel says. In the Middle West 
nasality is not necessarily the mark 
of a particular type of personality, 
she says, but usually results from 
imitation of the dialects used in 
one’s community. It is always ac- 
companied by the inability to pro- 
nounce the “ou” sound without 
nasalizing.

“The coal industry of Illinois has 
done much to build up St. Louis,” 
said Lewis.

The wages of Illinois miners in

“When Illinois coal is bought, 
the money is returned to St. Louis; 
when Kentucky coal is bought. the 
money is not returned. If all in- 
dustries in the Illinois trade district 
would buy Illinois coal, the annual 
payroll of the Illinois miners would 
be more than $200,000,000.” 

Perry referred to the threatened 
suspension of all Illinois mine op- 
erations after April 1, and recom. 
mended that coal be bought in 
large quantities now and stored for 
the future, He cited figures show. 
ing a decrease in Illinois coal pro- 
duction, and inerease in Kentucky 
and West Virginia production. 

“Don't give large and long-term 
contracts to Kentucky or other 
fields,” said Perry, “and kick us 
put, fer you'll need us by and by.”
